TOTAL CASUALTIES PLACED 
AT HUNDRED AND TEN 


Further Details of Disaster 
Aboard the Gunboat Benning 
ton—Men on Ship ' Expected 
Accident. 


San Diego, Cala., July 22.—A com plete 
num m ary of y e ste rd a y s d isaster aboard 
thr* gunboat Bennington in San Diego bay 
m ay now be given w ith som e degree of 
accuracy. The total num ber of casualties 
up to the present tim e ia placed a t 110, as 
follows: 
Know n dead, 49j dead believed 
to be in flooded com partm ents of the ves- 
*el, 7; now a t hospitals under treatm en t 
M . 
A num ber of m en aro still m issing, 
Ilio total not being obtainable a t this hour. 
U is possible, however, th a t w hen the 
completo story Is w ritten the casualties 
v ili foot up 125.

The Bennington „to night lies deeper 
than ever in the niud and shallow w ater 
and no ap parent progress wag m ade in ths 
w ork of pum ping out her flooded c o m p a rt 
m ents. 
U ntil this is accom plished the 
secrets of h er h orror cham ber will n ot he 
. discovered. 
This much is known, how­ 
ever: 
Seven bodies are wedged beneath 
th e collapsed crown, sheets and burst 
bulkheads of the fireroom. 
H ow m any 
m ore m ay be found there is absolutely 
unknow n. 


Com m ander Young said this afternoon 
he w a s unable to tell w h a t caused the 
explosion. H e said every m an "in th e fire 
'room a t the tim e of th e explosion w as 
killed and every effort w as being m ade 
to recover the bodies. 
H e said th a t one 
of the bodies is wedged In in such ^hape 
th a t It m ay be necessary to dism em ber it 
in order to tak e it out,. H e f,»ald the 
theory th a t the dam age to th e Benning­ 
ton .was caused by high explosives w as 
entirely wrong, as there w as no high, ex­ 
plosive aboard.. As fa r as he knows, the 
boilers w ere in first class condition; th a t 
they were cecently tested to 225 pounds 
pressure, and a t the tim e of th e explosion” 
carried only 120. 


At Agnew sanitarium , w hore a large 
m ajority of the victim s have been treated, 
th ere w ere still th irty -fo u r sufferers, al­ 
m ost a doz.cn of whom are expected to die 
of their terrible injuries. 
‘ 


At St. Joseph's san itarium ten of' the 
scorchcd and scalded sufferers w ere rest­ 
ing. 
Several of them a re horribly in­ 
jured, b u t the sister superior in charge 
bellovfes all will recover, though som e will 
be crippled and m aim ed fo r life. 


Close to the w ater fro n t in th e old arm y 
b arrack s are nine other victim s. T he m a­ 
jo rity of these a re very badly scalded 
and m ay die. I t w as from this place th a t 
E nsign P erry w as b ro u g h t from th e ex­ 
plosion and from there his dead body was 
removed only a few hours later. 


To nn.i row the B ennington's dead will 
be accorded all the honors of a m ilitary 
’funeral and the bodies w ill be interred In 
th e cem etery on the P o in t L om a govern­ 
m ent rosei vatlon. 
R elatives of .m any of 
"the .<?ead- have req u ested , th è bodies of 
theirikinsm en be shipped home. T his will 
be *dcne.
